Note that the cost of the raw material and lebor 
amounts to about 50 cents. Since productive efficiency 
is admittedly high any reduction in this percentage 
must be at the expense of quality. Note, also, that 
the percentages of profit are small, 4 cents for the 


manufacturer and 3.6 cents for the retailer.

And steadily, inevitably cost of production has de- 
creased as investments in machinery have increased.

Advertising is to selling what machinery is to pro- 
duction. It varies in efliciency as do machines. But 
really efficient advertising, which brings about mass 
selling of a standardized product cuts distribution 


costs even as machinery cuts production costs, 


As the federal report on marketing states: 


“The standardization of products and containers makes 
possible a wider distribution of commodities aud so’ tends 
to extend the market for them.” 


One of the great problems before the American busi- 
ness man, therefore, is to use advertising to cut the 
costs of distribution. The BOOK of FACTS is de- 
signed to assist in attaining this end. 


The federal commission put its finger on huge factors 
of unnecessary cost in the following three statements: 


“There is a tendency on the part of the manufacturer 
and wholesaler to undertake distribution over larger ter- 
ritories than can be intensely and econemically served. 
Where too extensive distribution has developed, aecounts 
become scattered, selling costs, advertising, and trans- 
portation become extravagant and wasteful.” 

“It seems probable that the greatest factor of waste in 
distribution is an idle merchandise stock on the shelves of 
the retailers and in the warehouses of the wholesalers. Idle 
merchandise accumulates a burden of interest, insurance, 
rent, taxes, depreciation, shrinkage, and obsolescence, in 
addition to tying up an unnecessary amount of capital 
and credit. When this burden is permitted to develop, 
it must be passed along to the consumer if the retailer is 
to remain in business.” 


“The solution of the problem of distribution must be 
secured through a betterment of methods and an elimination 
of wastes and uneconomic practices. A better system of 
distribution can only be hoped for through a more intel- 
ligent study of methods, facilities, and purposes.” 
By studying its own market, and by careful anaylsis 
of its own service as an efficient factor in the distri- 
bution of merchandise, The Tribune has arrived at 


certain conclusions—directly in line with those of the 
Congressional Commission. ., 


The Zone System of Marketing 


The logic of handling selling and advertising by mar 
kets seems obvious. The very name of our country 
“United States” implies a diversity of conditions— 
economic as well as political. Every school boy is 
familiar with the differences—social as well as cli- 
matic—between the North and the South, between 


New England and New Mexico, between Philadelphia 
and Minneapolis. 
It is natural to wonder why so many manufacturers 


have gone astray if the facts are so obvious. A cer- 
tain beneficent policy of Uncle Sam is at the bottom 


of the whole matter. 


In an endeavor to facilitate communications among 
his widely scattered children Uncle Sam established 
postal rates which took no account of distance. A 
letter or a magazine could be sent from New York to 


San Diego as cheaply as to Jersey City. 


This government subsidy made it easy for magazines 
to secure circulation scattered over the continent. 
Having such circulation they aggressively set about 
selling it, Clev er young men thrilled manufacturers 
with visions of “national prestige,” “national con- 
sciousness,” a “nation wide market.” 


Here and there concerns with vast financial resources 
and perseverance made spectacular successes and 
stimulated smaller fry to emulation. Frequently, 
however, the latter burst as did the frog when he 
sought to inflate himself to the size of the ox. 


Proponents of the national idea assumed that because 
a man in Kansas would buy for 5 cents a magazine 
manufactured in Philadelphia at a cost of 15 cents that 
he would also buy anything advertised in that maga- 
zine. They ignored the fact that publications are 
unique in that they are sold for less than cost. They 
ignored the fact that freight charges increase with 
distance although zoning did not enter the postal serve 
ice until the inauguration of parcel post in 1913 and 
was not extended to publications until 1918,

They ignored the fact that local jobbers and local re- 
tailers stand between the national advertiser and the 
local consumer. 


—and that brings up another Chicago Tribune policy, 
Distribution Should Precede Advertising 


Along with the flamboyant “national” idea went the 
policy of “forcing” distribution by advertising. The 
theory was that the advertising should arouse such 
enthusiasm among readers that they would ‘ ‘demand” 
the product of retailers. The retailer having “de- 
mands” from so many of his customers, would in turn 
“demand” it of his jobber. The jobber, in response 
to the “demands” of so many retailers, would buy a 
stock from the manufacturer and start the merchane 
dise on its way to clamoring consumers. 

This system involved enormous sums for advertising 
and often the retailer found that by the time he se- 
cured the merchandise the advertising appropriation 
had been exhausted and consumers had lost interest. 


It was not fair to manufacturer, jobber, retailer, or 
consumer. It assumed that advertising should sup- 


plant selling, In reality advertising should be an aid 
to selling, 
In contemplation of the foregoing situation, The 
Tribune adopted this policy: 
The Tribune considers it a waste of money to 
advertise a product distributed through the 
retail and jobbing trade—until that trade has 
been supplied with merchandise to take care , 
of the consumer demand when created. 
To live up to the above paragraph and to assist adver- 
tisers in conforming to the Zone System of marketing, 
The Chicago Tribune has expended hundreds of 


thousands of dollars. Expenditures have been made 
under these seven heads:

1. The Tribune has studied its market—The Chicago 
Territory—and made public (in the BOOK of FACTS 
and in other forms) the fruits of such study for the 
guidance of manufacturers who realize as stated in 
the Federal report, that: 

“There is a tendency on the part of the mane 

ufacturer and wholesaler to undertake distri- 

bution over larger territories than can be 

intensively and economically served. Where 

too extensive distribution has developed,, ac» 

counts become scattered, selling costs, adver 

tising, and transportation become extrava- 

gant and wasteful.”

This chart suggests the intricate 
character of distribution, 
Complicated as it is, the process 


is vastly more simple than the dis- 
tribution in almost any other great 









electrical, auto supply, haberdashery and stationery 
dealers in Chicago and suburbs. 

4, To give manufacturers accurate information on 
which to base decisions concerning the local market 
hundreds of investigations have been made by calls on 
Chicago retailers. The cumulative result is available 
to any manufacturer at any time without obligation. 
5. The three million people in Chicago and suburbs 


constitute such a tremendous mass of population that 
many manufacturers are afraid to attack it with 
intensive sales work. 


To simplify this problem The Tribune mapped 48 
city and two suburban districts—each a logical unit 
for sales work. Within each of these fifty districts 
The Tribune has arranged the retailers in ten lines in 
route order on addressograph plates. It thus has 
available 500 lists—each one of them consisting of 


the retailers in a certain line in logical route order 
within a certain district. These lists are kept up to 
date, thousands of changes being made yearly. 

6. Outside Chicago in the five states of The Chicago 
Territory, The Tribuse has made an extensive survey 
of jobber and retailer conditions.
